Woman Escapes From Prison 
By Drinking Poison. 


Confined In Penitentiary For 
Killing Husband. 


Mrs. Emma Roach Pleads For 
Brothers. 


CONVICTED AS ACCESSORIES. 


Frankfort. Ky., Aprtl l.-^[Speclal.]— 
Despondent os a result of 111 health 
and prison conAnement. Mrs. E3mma 
Roach, of Webster county, an Inmate 
of the woti^an’s department of the 
State peniceniiary, committed suicide 
to-day, using carbolic acid and lau¬ 
danum. She had access to the acid and 
drug used, her emi^oyment in the pris¬ 
on being In the hospital department. 

She was not discovered until some 
time after she had taken the fatil 
draught, and medical aid was of no 
arail. The body wtos shipped to-nighc 
to her home In Dixon for Interment. 
She left three letters, one each to two 
small daughters and one to an inmate 
of the Instil union. 

Mrs. Roach had been conAned In the 
prison here for about Afteen months, 
serving a sentence of twenty-one years 
upon conviction of manslaughter, her 
victim being Gholson Teague, a former 
husband. Two brothers. Richard and 
Robert Crenohaw’, w'ere convicted with 
her of conn’Acity In the crime, and are 
now conAned In the branch prison at 
Bddyville. Twice before since being 
broughit to prison she attempted her 
life, onoe cutting an artery In tier arm, 
and another time endeavoring to throw 

herself Into a cistern.

of the prion. She had secured a di¬ 
vorce from Teng’ie and was given 
charge of hv *w little daughters by 
Circuit Judge John L. Doroey. She 
then married Charles Roach, of Homer, 
ni., ami removed to chat phide to nuike 
her rcaklence. L.iter she returned to 
W>hster county to visit her father and 
'brothcni, 'and whHe there heard that 
Teague woul^not allow the children to 
be taken away. When she was ready 
to return b> Illinois she armed herself 
with a ptwtol, and, accompanied by her 
two brothers, went to the depot to take 
the tv&Ln for 'her home. Teague met 
her there, and, according to the papers 
Aled by her. sought to take one of Uio 
children from her by force. She and 
her brothers resisted, and she shot him, 
killing him. She was convicted as the

I had with me my two 
little daiughters, Vem, who is Just bloom¬ 
ing Into young womanhood, and my little 
brown-eyed baby Ruth. The court gave 
me both my little girls and alimony. wMch 
he. Mr. Teagn#*. and his son, by a former 
marriage, tried to beat me out of. us In- 
i cloeed letter will show. Mr. Teague 
abused me until at lust I iMu;hed the 
limit of human endurance, my heaJth w«»s 
all broken down and then I appealed to 
tl;e htw for proifcotlon from that man, oa 
he WHS a habitual drunkard. After liv¬ 
ing spent a few happy weeks with father 
and my two brothers I ma<le my arrange¬ 
ments to go back to my distant home.

He located at Brownsville In 1859, and 
occupied many positions of honor and 
trust, among which were State Health 
OfAcer, surgeon In the Confederate 
army, surgeon of CoL J. S. Ford’s com¬ 
mand. chief surgeon In the military 
zone. Tamallpaa Mex.. under Gen, Zer- 
x-ando Canoles; Alderman in the City 
Council of Brownsville, president of 
the dlsIVict medical examiners, member 
of tlie American Medical Association, 
prc-sldent Brow’nsvUle and Matamoras 
Medical Association. 

Dr. Combe did heroic work In the 
yellow fever epidemic of 1882. and was 
highly complimented and praised by 
Surgeon General Hamilton, of the Unit¬ 
ed States Marine Hospital service, for 
his aid to the national auihorlUea and 
his efforts to stamp out the disease. He 
married Miss K. M. Impey, of Browno- 
vllle, Tox., and had Ave sons. Dr. 
Frederick J. Combe. Mayor of Browns¬ 
ville; C. B. Jr., F. B.. Dr. J. K. and 
E. P. Combe, all of Brownsville. 

Mrs. Combe died In 1887. Dr. Combe 
leaves two sisters, Mrs. O. F Harden, 
of Louis\ilJe, and Mrs. John Speed of 
Taylorsx’llU. K:^’.

Is that the 
roads themselves will work out this 
problem as an item of bookkeeping and 
reference was made to the fact that 
two roads, the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern, already have sub¬ 
mitted figures as to their physical val¬ 
uation. 

It can be stated on authority that the 
President again will ask Congress at Ita 
next session for power to deal with the 
question of overcapitalization of rail¬ 
roads. A similar request was made at 
the last session, but ft^vomble action 
W’as not taken upon It 

In his letter to Mr. Smith, the Presi¬ 
dent Inciosed copies of the "speech’' he 
made at Raleigh, N. C.. October 19. 
1905, and the one he delivered before a 
delegation of raJlw’ay employes in thia 
city on November 14. 1905, together w-lth 
his lost message to Congress, at the 
beginning of the first and second ses¬ 
sions of the last Congress. The Presi¬ 
dent concludes his letter to Mr. Smith 
as follows: ^ ^ ^ 

Not Much to Add. 


"You will see In the tw’o speeches 
and the two messages that I have said 
about all that I would say If 1 spoke 
now. As I sold to your body the other 
day. I have already expressed again 
and again my carefully-thought-out be¬ 
liefs. I am more firmly than ever con¬ 
vinced that these beliefs are wise, and 
that tho policy I recommended In my 
messages at the opening of each of the 
last regular sessloi)^ of Congress must 
be carried out. Just at the moment I 
' do not see that I have much to add to 
what I have already said, and I think 
that W’hat has occurred since I wrote 
the two messages In question merely 
Illustrates In striking fashion the de¬ 
sirability of the course I therein out¬ 
lined.

public. Actual experience has shown that 
It is not p<iS8iblo to leave the railroads 
uncontrolled.

shippers and some railroad managers who 
sre always wdlllng to take unfair ad¬ 
vantage of their wetvker competitors, and 
they thereby force other big shippers and 
railroad men who would like to do de¬ 
cently. Into similar acts of wrong and 
Injustice, under penalty of being left be¬ 
hind in the race for success. Government 
MiLervlsl«tn Is needed quite as much In the 
Intercf-i of the big shipper and of the 
ra}lr«*sd man who w'ant to do right as In 
the u'Trcst of the .small shipper and the 
r-.r jumer. 

“Exi)erlence has shown that the present 
law's are defective and need amendment. 
Tho effort to prohibit all restraint of com¬ 
petition, whether reasonable or unreason- 
sble. Is unwise. What we need Is to have 
some administrative body with ample 
wwer to forbid combination that Is hurt¬ 
ful to the public and to prevent favoritism 
to one Inalvidual at the expense of nn- 
cther. In other words, we want on ad¬ 
ministrative body with the power Co se 
cure fair and Just treatment as among 
all shippers who use tjie rallroadsr—and 
all shippers have a right to use them. 
• • • In my Judgment the most Im¬ 
portant thing to do If to give to thl.F 
administrative body power to make Its 
(Indlngi eftecllve, and this can bo done 
only by giving It power, when complaint 
is ntade of a given rate as being unjust 
or unreasonable: If It flnds the complaint 
proi)er then Itself to fix a maximum 
which It regards as just and r«wnable, 
this rale to go Into effoct practically at 
once, that is within a reasonable t rne, 
and to stay In effect unless reversed by 
the courts. 1 cnniestly hope that we 
shall sec a law giving this power paw^d 
by Congress. • • • If there Is In the minds 
of the commlHsIon nny suspicion that a 
certain railroad Is In any shape or way 
giving rebates, or behaving Improperly, 
T wish the commission to have power, 
as a matter of right, not os a matlrr of 
favor, to make a full and exhaustive In¬ 
vestigation of the receipts and expendi¬ 
tures of the railroad, so that any vlola- 
tl<m or evasion of the law may be de¬ 
tected. This Is not a revolutlonan* pro- 
posal ou my part, for I only wish the 
same power given In reference to raii-

of course by the national bank e.xamln- 
ers as regards national hanks. My ob¬ 
ject In giving those additional powers to 
the administrative body reprcs^ilng the 
novernment—the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, or whatever It may l^ls 
Tutmarlly to secure a r<‘al and not a 
sham control to the Government ropre- 
sontatlves. The American people abhor 
a sham, and wKh this abhorrence I cor¬ 
dially Bvmpathlao.

1 have 
said again and again that 1 would re¬ 
move a public official who Improperly 
yieldwl to any public clamor a^inst a 
rellroad, no matter how s>opuiiir that 
clamor might bo, just os quickly as 1 
would remove a public official who ren¬ 
dered an Improper service to the rail¬ 
road at the expense of the public. But 1 
om convinced iluii there must bo an In- 
ortnsed regulatory and supervisory pow¬ 
er ’exercised by the Government over the 
railways. Indeed, I would like It exer¬ 
cised to a much greater extent than I 
have any idea of t>resslng at the mo¬ 
ment. For insionco. 1 would greatly like 
tb have It exercised In the matter of 
overcapltallxatlon. I am convinced that 
the “wages fund” would be larger If there 
was no ffciHlous capital upon which divi¬ 
dends had to be paid. I need hardly say 
that this does not mean hostility to 
wealth. If you gentlemen here. In whom 
1 believe so strongly, were all a unit In 
denutndtng that some Improper action 
should be taken against certain men of 
wealth, then, no matter whether I did or 
did not like those same men of wealth. I 
orould defend them against you. no mat¬ 
ter how much 1 cared for you; and In 
so doing I would really be acting in your 
own Interest. I would be false to your 
interest If 1 failed to do justice to the 
capitalist as much ss to the wage worker. 
But I shall act against the abuses of 
wealth Just as against all other abuses. 
• • • 

Supervisory Power. 

• • • All I want In any rate legisla¬ 
tion is to give the Government an effi¬ 
cient supervisory power, which shall bo 
exercised os scrupulously to prevent in¬ 
justice to the railroads as to prevent 
I heir doing in just loo to the ptfbllc. Our 
endeavor is to see that those big railroad 
men and big 8hlpi>ors who arc not re¬ 
sponsive to the demands of justice are 
required to do what their fellows who are 
rcspon»lve to the demands of justice 
would be glad to do of their own accord. 

In his niMsage to Congress at Uie be¬ 
ginning of the first session of tb« 
ninth Congress, December 5, 1906. the 
Presideni said: 

”The peopV* of this country contlmie 
to onjoy groat prosperity. Undoubtedly 
there will l>e eld> and flow In such pros¬ 
perity. and this /©bb and flow will ^ 
felt mors or b'ss by all members of the 
communlt.v. biith b.v the deserving and 
the undeserving. • • • A panic brougnt 
on by the speculatlv'e folly of part of tha 
business community would hurt the whole 
buslnoss community. But such stoppeg© 
of welfare, tlmugh it might be severe, 
would not tjo lasting. • • • Something 
can be done by legislation to help the gf*n- 
eral prosperity; but no such help of a 
j'ormanently beneficial character can bo 
given to the less able and less fortunate 
sav’e os the results of a policy which shell 
Inure to the ndYama 4 f?© of all Industrious 
and efUclent people whp act decently; and 
this Is only another w*ay of saying that 
any benefit which comes to the less able 
and leas fortunate must of neceslsty come 
even more to the more able and more for¬ 
tunate. If, therefore, the less fortunate 
man Is moved by envy of his more fortu¬ 
nate brother to strike at the conditions 
under which they have both* though un¬ 
equally. prospered, the result will assur¬ 
edly be that while damage may come to 
the one td-ruck at, It vvlll vialt with an 
oven heavier load the one who strikes the 
blow. Taken as a whole, we must all go 
up or go down together. 

• • • 

Some Effective Power. 


The best possible regulation of rates 
would, of course, be that secured by n;r 
honest agreement between the rallroadi 
themselves to carry out tho law. Such 
a general agreenjcnt would, for Instance, 
at once put a stop to the efforts of any 
one big shlpp**r or big rallrooil to dl»- 
crimlnut© against or secure advantage 
ovur some rival, and such agreement 
v(*Duld nuiko the railroads thcmselvos 
agents for enforcing the law. The powar 
vested In the Government to put a stop 
to agreements to tho detrlfnent of the 
public should Jn my judgment bo accom¬ 
panied by power to permit, under speci¬ 
fied GondUions and careful supcrvlsl'in. 
sgreenients clearly In iho Interest of the 
public. But In my judgnvent the neces¬ 
sity for giving this further power Is by 
no means as great as the noceasliy 
giving the commission or admlnfstratlve 
body the other powers 1 have enumerated 
above; and It may woU be Inadvi-sable to 
attempt to vest this particular power in 
I the commission or other admlfilsiraUve 
body until it already possesses and It ex¬ 
ercising what I regard as by far the mOFt 
Important of all tho powers I rewmmend 
—as, indeed, the vitally imporUini power 
—that to fix a given maximum rate, which 
rate, aftcrr the lapse of a reasonable time, 
goes Into full effect, subject to review by 
tho courts. • • • 

A system of examination of railroad ac¬ 
counts should be provided similar to that 
now conducted Into the national banks by 
the bank examiners: a few flrst-claas 
railroad aceounta.nl8. If they had proper 
direction and proper authority to inspect 
books and papers, could accomplish much 
In preventing willful violations of the 
law. • • •

“Yift. t^hllo not merely admitting, but 
Insisting upon this, it Is also true that 
where there Is no governmental restraint 
or supervision some of the exceptional 
mon use their energies not in wa^'s that 
are for the convmim good, buit In ways 
which tell against this common good. The 
fortunes amassed through corporate or¬ 
ganizations are now so large and vest 
such power In those that wield them, os 
to make It a matter of necessity to give 
to trie sovereign—tliat Is, to the Govern¬ 
ment, which represents tho people as a 
whole—some effective power of supervis- 
Ion over iTielr corporate use. In order to 
Insure a healthy social and Industrial 
life, every big corporation should be held 
responsible by. and be accountable to, 
some sovereign strong enough to control 
Its conduct. I am In no sense hostile to 
o:>rporatlons. This Is an age of combina¬ 
tions, and any effort to prevent all com- 
blna/tlon will be not only useless, but In 
the end vicious, because of the contempt 
for law which the failure to enforce law 
Inevitably producer We should, more¬ 
over, recognize In cornlad and ample fash¬ 
ion the Immense good effected by corpo¬ 
rate agencies In a country sudh as oura 
and the wealth of Intelect. energj* and 
fidelity devoted to their service, and 
thorotoro normally to the service of the 
public by their offleers artd directors. The 
conxvratlon has come to stay, just as the 
trade union has come to stay. Etu?h can 
do ami has done great good. ISach shc^M 
be favored so long as It does good. Bui 
osoh should be sharply checked where It 
acts against law and justice. 

• • Experience has shown conclu¬ 
sively that It Is useless to try to get any 
adequate regulation and supervision of 
these great corporatlorui by Biaite action. 
Such regulation and auperrvialon can only 
be effectively cxerclBcd by a sovereign 
whose jurisdiction Is co-extecialve with 
the flrfd of work of corporation—that Is, 
by the National Government. I believe 
that this regulation and supervision can 
be obtained by the enactment of laws hy 
the Congress. Our steady aim should be 
by le^jlslatlon. cautiously and carefully 
undertaken, hut resolutely persevered In, 
to Hssert the sovereignty of the National 
Government by nfilrmaiive action. • • • 
• • •

Let me moat earnestly say that the 
recommendations are not made In spite 
or hoetltlty to railroads. I have said that 
on the whole the railroads have done 
well and not ill; but the railroad men 
who wish to do w’ell should not be ex¬ 
posed to competition with those who 
have no such desire, and the only way to 
secure this end is to glv'e to some Gov¬ 
ernment tribunal power to see that jus¬ 
tice Is done by the unwilling cxa4'tly os 
If gladly done by the Willing. • • • It 
Is expected In the Interest of the best 
type of railroad man and the best type 
of shipper, no lr*ss than of the public, 
that there should be governmental super¬ 
vision and rtgulatlon of these great cor- 
iKiratlons in their business oi>eratlons. for 
the same reason that It Is to the Interest 
of the corporation which wishes to treat 
its employes aright that theve should be 
an efffMjtlve emmoyors’ liability act or 
an effoctive system of factory laws to 

r rovent the abuse of women and children. 

wish to eiuure as fair treatment for the 
small town os for the big city: for the 
small shipper os for the big shipper. 

It Is because. In my Judgment, public 
ownership of railroads Is highly unde¬ 
sirable and would probably In this coun¬ 
try entail far-reaching disaster, that 1 
wish to see such supervision and regula¬ 
tion of them In the Interest of the. pub¬ 
lic as will make It evident that thwe Is 
no need for public ownership. The Anpo- 
nents of Government regulation dwell 
upon the dttflcultles to be encountered 
and the Intricate and Involved nature of 
the problem. Their contention Is true. 
U is a complicated and dellcaie prob¬ 
lem. and all kinds of dlflflculties are sure 
to arise In connection with any plan of 
solution, w'hile no plan will bring all the 
benefits hoped for by Its more. opllmistio 
adherents. But, while I fully admit the 
difficulties In the way, I do not for a 
moment admit that those difficulties war¬ 
rant us In stopping In our effort to se¬ 
cure a wise and just system. At procent 
we face such utter lock of supervision, 
such freodom from the restraints of law. 
that excellent men have often been liter¬ 
ally forced Into doing what they deplored 
borause otherwise they were left at the 
mercy of unscrupulous competitors. To 
rail at and aasall the men who have done 
(IS they best could under such conditions 
aci^mpllshea Utile. What we need to do 
Is to develop an orderly system: and 
such a system can only come through the 
gradually* Increased exercise of the right 
of efficient Government control. 

In his mesMige to Congress, at the 
beginning of tho second ae.ssion of the 
Fifty - ninth Congre^fis, December 2, 
1906, iho President said;

Falsifled Predietdons. 


“The Interstate commerce law has 
rather amusingly falsified the predictions, 
both of those w'ho asserted that ll would 
ruin the raili*oads and of those who as¬ 
serted that It did not go far enough and 
W'ould ocompllsh nothing. Dur.ng the last 
five months tho rulirottdM have shown In¬ 
creased earnings and some of them un¬ 
usual dividends; while during tho some 
period the mere taking effect of the law 
n^ produced an unprecedented, a hith¬ 
erto unhjeard-of numi>er of voluntary re¬ 
ductions In freights and fares by the rail¬ 
roads. • • •. 

•’It must not be supposed, however, that 
with tho passage of thoso laws it will be 
possible to stop progress along the lino 
of Increasing the pi>wer of the National 
Government over the use of capital and 
Interstate commeroo- For example, there 
will ultimately be need of enlarging the 
powers of the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission along several different lines, so 
as to give It larger and more efflctent 
coniror over the railroads. 

••It cannot too often be repeated thnt 
experience has conclusively shown the Ira- 
poFslblllty of securing by the actions of 
nearly half a hundred different State L*eg- 
Islatures anything but Ineffective chaos 
In tho way of deiUlng with the gieat cor¬ 
porations which do not operate exclus¬ 
ively within the limits of any State. In 
some method, whether by national lloenso 
law or In other fashion, we must exer- 
c'jRo and at an early date, a far moro 
complete control than at pros4»nt over 
theso great corporations—a control that 
will among other things prevent the evils 
of excesslv© overcapitalization, and that 
will compel the dlsclostiro by each big 
corporation of Its slockholders and of Its 
properties and business, whether owned 
directly or through subsidiary or affiliated 
corporations. Thl.H will tend to put a stop 
to the securing of Inordinate profits by 
favored Individuals at the expense, 
whether of the general public, the stock¬ 
holders or the wage workers. Our effort 
should be not so much to prevent con¬

Graduate of Vanderbilt and Known 
As ‘*Doc”—Body Gees To 
Nashville. 


Sidney Do LaRue, for many years a 
bartender at Humler A Nolan's saltan, 
and a gradtiato of Vanderbilt University, 
died of eo'sipelas at 3:05 o’clock yester¬ 
day aJte^moon at the City Hospital, wliere 
he was admitted on March 26. De LoRua 
had been taken 111 on the day before, and 
when Dr. Leon L. Bedomon was called, he 
found that he was suffering from eryolpe- 
las. He at one© had him remov'cd to the

De LaRue was born In NashvlUd 
thirty-eight yearn ago.

GAG AND ROB 


Charles Lockwood While He 
Goes To His Home. 


ASSAULT BY TWO MEN ON 
FIRST STREET. 


GET $48 IN BIDES AND FAET OF 
$1 BTEE 


MADE A BRAVE STRUGGLE. 


Charles Lockwood, of 103 West Ken¬ 
tucky street, was gitgged. drugged and 
robbed b>' tw'o footpads on First slre>>t. 
between Kentucky and Br^kinrtdge 
streets, at 7:15 o’clock last night. He was 
treated so badly by tho highwaymen tha: 
he become unconscious and remained In 
thad state for over an hour. When Mr. 
Lockwoi^ W'as assaulted by the footpads 
he mode an effort to wrench himself 
loose from their groj^p, but did not su<f- 
ceed until they got pjssesslon of all his 
money with the exception of $1. part cf 
which he he! din each hand as he fell 
unconscious before the door of his home. 
Dr. J. C. Carpenter, who is In a-ttendance. 
said last nigrht that though Mr. Lockwood 
W'as not dangerously Injured he would 
have to keep to his home for several days 
if he wished to recuperate. 

Mr. Lockwood, who Is employed in a 
local railroad office, was on his way home 
when he w’as made the victim of tUv 
"holdup” men. tl was dark when he 
walked on First street, between Ken¬ 
tucky' and Breckinridge, and as he passed 
the alley In the middle of the square two 
men, one of larg<* buljd, and the other of 
slender build, attacked him. Tn© larger 
man Jumped upon Mr. Lockwood's back 
and tried to throw hJtn to the ground, 
but tho latter showed fight and his assail¬ 
ant probably would have failed In his pur¬ 
pose had not Ms companion come to his 
assistance. 

Wlhen the two men together began to 
wTeeale with him, Mr. Lockwvjod realized 
that R 'W’os uselc^ for him to moke any 
reelistanc©. Howca'ct, he d»tennInod to 
prevent the footpads from geULng his 
irwney. if possible, and, reachLng Into his 
Mp irxrkeit, he drew from It $49 in bills. 
But in dodng this, Mr. Lockwviod gave an 
opening to his assailants, whlcjh the lat¬ 
ter promptly made use of. While Mr. 
l-ockwoodf was engaged In get.Ung h1» 
money from his pocket on© of the men 
forced him to swallow somethdng, which 
tlie Hirtendlng physician believes was a 
drug, and then thrust, a gtag In his mouth, 
making It Impossible for Wm to gl\'e ah 
outcry'. 

They' then turned thedr efforts towurd 
loosenIrv the nwney from his grasp, but 
oven then, though Mr. Lockwood wrae 
graduully becom^g bliie la the face from 
the gag and the effect of the drug, he 
managed to reitnln on© of the dollar bills 
In Mo hand. Thla WIl was tom In heAf. 
and when Mr. Lockwood knocked on the 
doyr of hla home ami fell unoQ 3 »ck>us In 
the doorway bciCore his rt^kulve©. ho ©uHl 
rigidly oliKchcd the tom bdll in hla haisd.

Police Look for Footpads. 

He was carried Into the house and laid 
upon u couch. The police were telephone 
about the attack and physicians were 
summoned. A detail of policemen In a 
»trol wagon and Dr. J. L. Lovell and 
Dr. J. C. Cari>enter an'ived at the same 
time. While the police scoured the neigh¬ 
borhood In an effort to get a trace to the 
footpads, the physicians wortced with Mr. 
IxK'kwood for over an hour before they 
l^cceeded In reviving him. When Mr. 
lx>ckwrood recovered consciousness he 
gave the police a dt>scr1ption of the men 
w'ho made the assault upon him, and told 
the story of the hold-up. 

”1 didn’t expect to be held up at that 
time In the night.” he said, "and. of 
course, wras walking along the street en¬ 
tirely unprepared for on assault. When 
I passed the alley on First street, belw'een 
Kentucky and Breckinridge. I heard some¬ 
one run quickly, but before I could turn 
around to see what had happened I felt 
a heavy weight on my back and a moment 
Ia4^ I was scuffling for all that was In It, 
1 believe that 1 could have whipped one 
man. but tho other 'helped some’ and fin¬ 
ished me up properly. They made me 
sw-allow something, which made me turn 
sick, and then forced a gag Into my 
mouth. After wrenching my money away 
they ran up the street, and all I could do 
was to get home.” 

Mr. Lockwood Is twenty-four years of 
age. and Is the son-in-law of E. B. Bo- 
deker. with whom he resides at 103 West 
Kentucky street

HALSEY ON HIS WAY BACK. 


San Pramriaco, April 1.—On the eve 
of hla trial on the charge of extorting 
$28,000 from French reataurant keepers 
of thfla city, which la to begin lo-mor- 
row* morning befbre Judge Dmme In 
the Superior Court, Abraham Ruef to¬ 
day asked the Supreme Court of Call- 
forp'ia to free him from the custody of 
Elisor BIggy* and order him Into the 
charge of the Sheriff, whom Judge 
Dunne disqualified on the ground of 
personal Interest.

HONDURAS PRESIDENT IS IN 
CLOSE QUARTERS. 


CONSUL WOOD TELLS OF PROG¬ 
RESS OF THE WAR. 


WARSHIP TO GO TO AMALAPA. 


Washington. April 1.—President Bo¬ 
nilla, of Honduras, l.s still surrounded 
at AmaJapa, according to dispatches re¬ 
ceived to-day by the State Department, 
and his surrender is expected at any 
time. 

Dayid R. Wood, the American Con¬ 
sul at Cdiba, Honduras, who has Just 
arrived In Washington from Central 
America, was In conference to-day with 
various State Department officials con¬ 
cerning the war situation In Central 
American republics. 

Puerto OoTt^^z and Celba were not 
taken by the f Nicaraguans, according 
to Mr. Wood, but are in sympathy 
with the movement against President 
Bonilla and rc^dy to Join wdth any 
army which seeks his overthrow. The 
war Is said by* Mr. Wood to be largely 
pciraonal, and Is directed agtrinrt Presi¬ 
dent Bonilla and hds advisers. Mr. 
Wood says the victories of the revolu¬ 



tionists. assisted by the Nicaraguans^ 
are not regarded as engagements ip a 
war of Nicaraguan- oonquesit. The Hon¬ 
durans cherish Lholr Independence, ha 
say*s, and wx>uld not lend assistanoe to 
any war which would result In endrt 
ing their republic, but the sentiment 
against President Bonilla became sd 
strong that any means of effectlmg his 
overthrow was boafTtlly welcomed by 
hds enemies. 

Mr. Wood says the war on the nortb 
coast of Honduras was cond*ucted with 
great falmc®. The property of forOlgiL 
ers was not molested, and Che only 
loss which foreign prrxYpentyowneTs havf 
sruffored so far has come about throu^ 
the lack of labor, due to the drajfClTig ol 
ajbI»v-*bodled men into the army. When 
the Nicaraguans landed their lerga 
force at Trujillo there were orders 
against plundering and the command¬ 
ing officer paid for whatever euppUej 
wore n^-cessRiry for their forces. 

At the iTistanoe of the State Depart¬ 
ment. instructions have been cabled te 
the American warships on the west aids 
of the Isthmus to proceed at once tq 
Amapala, wtiere President Bonilla li 
reported to be mirrounded on the Island 
on which Hhojt place is located by ve^ 
sels of 'the Nicaraguan navy. The gun^ 
bcxait Princeton Is at Oorinto, about slx^* 
ty-flve miles distant from Amapala, 
and ihe cruiser Chicago at AcaJulta, 
about 135 miles away, and It Is left 
to the respective nax'o.l commanders to 
determine which ship shall first respond 
to the depHPtmem’a call.

San Frandsco’s Good Work. 

The ajmlversary of the San Francisco 
J^tbquake, (the 18th inait., will find the 
city physically well on the roafl to re¬ 
covery from the efteot of the seismic 
disturbance and the rwniltarMt fire which 
wrought the cflilef dostructiem. The 
new city, which bids fair to excel the 
oid. .will be a monumeoi at once to 
the pluck and energy of Its cUtlzens 
and to the generous liberality of thdr 
felkjw-ooufiitrymon and tho sympathy 
of the wwld at large. But another 
twork is In progress in the dty. the 
^suoceas of which is as esseiUial to Its 
future prosperity and good name as the 
..restoration of its physical structures. 
New York In the palmy days of Tweed 
w’as never so much the victim of or- 
g.'Uiized graft and plunder as has been, 
the Golden Gate dty for a number of 
years. Tho same conditions have exist¬ 
ed as in Pennsylvania under the Quay 
regime^ 

While the existence of this condition 
was realized by the better class of citi¬ 
zens, the looters held the city so tightly 
?!n their gmsp that prior to the eamth- 
'Quake no headway could be' made 
^gainst them. But tho great calamity 
seemed to awaken the looters themeelves 
to a consciousness of their guilt, or, by 
the suspension of their opportunity for 
'pl>ing their trade, enabled the better 
class of citizens to organize for the 
exposure of the crimes and the prose¬ 
cution of the grafters. Securing the 
assistance of Francis J. Henry, the 
able Oregon lawyer, who succeeded in 
convicting Senator Mitchell of his land, 
peculations and other fraudulent trans- 
aoUorts, such progresB has been made In 
theVork of exposure and prosecution 
that Abram Ruef, tho ringleader of 
corruption, has had sixty-six Indlct- 
, ments filed against him for bribing the 
BUperv'lsors to grant various franchises 
for which Reuf named a largfe percent¬ 
age as fee from the companies In 
whose behalf they were granted. In 
short, he was the attorney, oir go-be- 
44 vcen, who recselvod largo sums from 
telephone and other companies for 
franchises granted, paying in some 
colses $4,000 to each of fifteen super- 
. visors for voting a franchise, and pock- 
^ ©ting still larger fee© for himself and 
; coadjutors. 

It is said that all the fifteen super¬ 
visors except one have confessed that 
they have been guilty of accepting 
bribes and that prosecution w’lll fol¬ 
low. But they are not the only city of¬ 
ficials Impllcatotl, It being charged that 
the whole city government, from tho 
highest to the low’e'ti official, is simi¬ 
larly Involved. The extent of the trans¬ 
actions may be Judged from the fact 
.liiat in one concession to a trolley line 
Ruef was given Hitfi.OOO, of which he 
^.d‘y*ded $91,000. 

Pending further Investigation, Ruef, 
^wh'o, having secreted himself, was with 
'.■dlfflcuky arrested, is held under spe- 
guard without ball, from appre- 
.'hoaslon that if placed In Jail there 
ftwouild be danger of his release or rcs- 
grCU^J. Against this he protests, as an 
•^hfractlon of his rights. But the rc- 
=Jt>mi element, which is sustained by 
•Jtho leading citizens of wealth nnd re- 
•mpectablllty. while exhibiting none of 
..the ns.sumptlon of a \igIlanco commit- 
bent upon bringing not only 
Ruef but all of his coadjutors in crime 
to legal punishment.

The Minnesota Decision. 

It has been announced, doubtless 
correctly, that tho decision last week 
by the Supreme Court of Minnesota 
In the case of the Great Northern Rail¬ 
road Compjuiy had an Important bear¬ 
ing upon the recovery of prices on the 
New York market. The main point In 
the decision was it upheld tho 

right of the railroad company to Is¬ 
sue $60,000,000 of new preferred stock. 
But there were points necessary to be 
decided In order to reach this conclu¬ 
sion which are of interest. 

There xvas an attempt to restrain 
the Great Northern from Issuing the 
stock on the ground that it hod not 
obtained the consent of the Minnesota 
Warehouse axid Railroad Commission, 
which, by a statute of 1905, had been 
given large powers in the control of 
railroads. In order to find In favor 
of the railroad company It W’as neces¬ 
sary to overturn this statute, w^hlch 
was done by declaring it unconstitu¬ 
tional. While upholding the right of 
a State to appoint and grant powers 
to a railroad commission, the court 
interposed an Important limitation. 
The nature of it is apparent from the 
syllabus of tw’O points, decided as fol¬ 
low's: 

•‘First—The terms and conditions upon 
which corporations may be created, tho 
powers and capital stock they may have, 
the purposes for which they may In¬ 
crease their capital stock, and the con¬ 
ditions and limitations of those are ex¬ 
clusively matters for legislative actlou. 
which cannot be delegated. 

••Fifth—Any statute, however, which at¬ 
tempts to authorize the Commijfslon, In 
Its Judgment, to allow tin increase of c.apl- 
tal stock for such purposes xmd on such 
terms as It may deem advisable, or In its 
discretion to refuse it, would bo unconsti¬ 
tutional. as an attempt to delegate legis¬ 
lative powei^y" 

We have' here an important limita¬ 
tion of the power which, under the 
Constitution of Minncksoto, may bo 
given to a railroad comjnisslon. It may 
bo appointed to carry-out tho will of 
the Legislature, but there must be no 
delegnition of legislative authority. The 
legislative body may create corpora¬ 
tions and make rules for their gov- 
emmenL It may create a railroad com¬ 
mission with administrative power.-?, 
but It cannot authorize It to legislate, 
for that Is a powder which a legislative 
bodj** may not delegate. A pow’er to 
authorize an additional issue of_stock 
on such terms as the commission may 
prescribe, or to refuse it In its dis¬ 
cretion, Is a leglsJailv'e power which 
cannot bo delegated by the Legisla¬ 
ture to any body whatever. 

An attentive observ’er can hardly 
have failed to notice the continued 
growth of the li^Iinatlon. to create 
commissions on all sorts of subjects. 
This has been rather more marked In 
the Federal Government than in those 
of the States, but it has been noticed 
In both. The fondness for commis¬ 
sions appears to have been borrowed 
from the Govcniment of Great Britain, 
where It has been much In evidence 
for many years. Whenever any sub¬ 
ject creates much public Interest, It is 
the fashloii to create a commission In 
regard to U, which after a few years 
makes a report, about which nothing 
Is done. We have a good many com¬ 
missions of that sort, but we also have 
others that are Invested with real pow'- 
ers which are industriously exercised. 
Tho tendency to delegate large dis¬ 
cretionary powers to such bodies Is 
also growing, and has been supported 
In many cases. 

Of course, this decision Is predicated 
on the Constitution and Judicial de¬ 
cisions of Minnesota, and Is not a 
precedent that will have a binding 
force on other Stailes. It Is, however, 
of interest as showing a limitation 
which one State at least has thought 
It requisite to Impose upon the power 
of such bodies to exercise powers that 
smack of legislation.

The Chicago Election. 

At the election in Chicago to-day 
there is to be chosen a Mayor and a 
number of other officers, including Al¬ 
dermen. Mr. Dunne, the present May¬ 
or. is a candidate for re-election and 
is opposed by Mr. Fred A. Busse. Mayor 
Dunne was elected on the platform of 
the municipal ow'ncralilp of the city's 
railways, which was to be put In opera¬ 
tion at once. But the Council, on an 
agreement with the traction companies, 
passed an ordinance over the veto of 
Mayor Dunne, w'hlch Is to be submit¬ 
ted to-day to a vote of the people. Both 
side© claim that they will win by a 
decisive majority, but, of course, some¬ 
body is badly deceived. Most of the 
newspapers are supporting Busse, but 
there are precedents in Chicago where 
the newspapers have been defeated by 
popular vote. 

The traction ordinance Is exciting 
nearly as much Interest as the vote for 
candidates for office. Though it Is op¬ 
posed by Mayor Dunne, some of his 
supporters will vote for IL Its approval 
is urged on the ground that It means 
the Immediate pehabllltatfon of the 
mllw'ay Hnes. the expenditure of 
$40,000,000 within three years, an equip¬ 
ment of 2,000 new cars and municipal 
supervision of the whole service. On 
the other side, how'ever. It Is urged that 
there is no reason to rely on such prom¬ 
ises and that they are put out simply 
as a bribe for the postponement of 
municipal ownership. The campaign 
has developed extraordinary bitterness 
nnd la watched by politicians all over 
the country. Of course, many personal 
considerations enter Into and complicate 
the canvasa While Mayor Dunne is the 
Democratic and Busse the Repub¬ 
lican candidate, it seems clear that 
party lines will not be closely drawn, 
and that the result will be de-

The Proposed Quay Statue. 

Pennsylvania, having come into 
prominence as the builder of the 
w’orld's greatesit monuaneni to graft, 
now pi^poses to erect a statue to the 
late Matlihew Stanley Quay. The Phil- 
adelrdiJa Bulle^tin, evidently charitably 
inclined toward Mr. Quay, ami qudte 
witling to live up to. the spirit of “de 
moriuis nil ndsl bonum," advised that 
the project be abandoned quietly—the 
more qulexly the better —as a statue 
of Quay erected at this time upon the 
Capiiol grounds, would become the ob¬ 
ject of ’'Jeers, wrangling and con¬ 
tumely." 

A better reason fbr not placing a 
statue of Mr. Quay in the Capitol 
grounds is that he has been outclassed 
os a Pennsyivania stati'snmn and is 
unworthy of public recogiuPtion at pres¬ 
ent. howev-er nnich his methods may 
have been adtaired during his lifetime. 
It would never have occurred to Mr. 
Quixy to saddle upon the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania a $1,346 bootblack stand or 
a $219 medicine chest, buying the 
same fw perhaps $100 and pocketing 
the difference between the actual and 
»teLcd cost, to say nothing of the 
major grafts, alleged txi have been 
planned and executed by the livtter day 
pollUcfans who bulldcd the Capitol., 

Once upon a time there died a famous 
Ohio river steamboat captain, who hod 
spent the grcfater part of his fife risk¬ 
ing a boiler explosion by racing his 
boat without regard to the steam limit. 
Instead of being blown to bits, togeth¬ 
er with steamer, cargo and passengers, 
as It w'os commoruly held that he de¬ 
served to be. he died a natural deoith, 
leaving a will which proAdded that his 
body should be placed upright in a 
glass from coffin upon a promontory 
overlooking a bend In the river, where 
he could look down upon racing steam¬ 
ers and curse the firemen w'ho con¬ 
sulted the steam gauge before throw¬ 
ing fuel Into the fire box. The will 
directed that there ahouM be wrlliten 
across the coffin these words: 

•'When The ShotweH’s Time Is BeaUen 
Lay Me Dow'n." 

(Had Matthew Stanley Quay left a 
will directing that a sWtue be erected 
In his honor, to stand as a monument 
to hJs achdevemenits until some later 
Pennsylvania politician should clearly 
outclass him, the statu© might have 
been removed from the pedestal when 
the graft at the Pennsylvania Oapltol 
w*as exposed. 

It is too laite to honor Quay. A 
8 taiti>e wrould. indeed, cause ridicule of 
the man it was Intended to honor. As 
an artistic finish to the Capitol job. 
there should be erected upon the lawn 
brass statues of the gemUemen who 
bought material for the building anrd 
fumisluiivg of the Oapltol at prices 
hl^or than Leslie M. Sliaw ever 
dreamed of In his brightest vision of 
the protectionism of the golden future. 
The Statues should form a circle, and 
In Its center should ^tand n statue of 
Gov. Pennypacker, engraved wiili tiie 
motto: *Thero Is Nothing Too Go»>d 
for PenneylA'anta." 

There was a time, perhaps, when 
the name of Matthew Stanley Quay 
was as conspicuous as that of Abou 
Ben Adhem, but that time has passed.

Individual ingenuity is every 
day finding some new’ business, some 
new methT3d, or some new saving by 
wdiich the w'eaith of the nation Is In¬ 
creased.

Americans buy and throw away 250,- 
000,000, pairs of shoes each year. In 
the great majority of Instances only the 
soles of rthese are w’orn ouL What be¬ 
comes of the uppers? Junk dealers 
buy them sometimes, but It Is only 
within the last few months that prep¬ 
arations have been made on a large 
sc'ole to save the leather ihrowTi away 
in wornout shoes, A plant In New York 
now takes the old footwear, grinds It 
into pow’der, mixes It with 40 per cent. 
India rubber, and rolls it, under 
enormous pressure. Into sheets of ren¬ 
ovated leather, w’hich may be turned 
Into pocketbooks, leather ornaments or 
any of a thousand leather novelties on 
the market.

In the ‘‘gumbo** country of Miss¬ 
issippi the road question is one of the 
greatest problems the planter has to 
deal with. Better roads are absolutely 
necessary, but how are they to be 
made? There isn't any rock or stone or 
gravel wHhln many miles, either above 
or below the ground—nothing but clay 
and mud. The United States Govern¬ 
ment has b€?en conducting some suc¬ 
cessful experinrients In that section, 
which may solve the problem. The road 
is covered with coidwood of a kind fit 
for burning. This wood is overlaid with 
a few Inches of the clay, which is to be 
had in abundance upon all sides. Little 
flues are left through the clay, and 
then the fuel is set on fire. YV’lien It 
ha© burned ouL the clay is hardened 
into one great brick, as wide as the 
road and as long as may be. This 
brick Is not hard, but It will wear off 
slowly and will not get muddy. A mile 
of such road can be built for about 
$1,400.

In the Middle West, where the rural 
telephone has reached Hs highest de¬ 
velopment and where the telephi>ne 
companies have multiplied as the sands 
of the sea. the prob>em of distributing 
the pro rata fe© for long-distance mes¬ 
sages among the several companies be¬ 
came most complex. Last year a tele¬ 
phone clearing-house was organized in 
lowa, and it proved such a success that 
It has been copied In two or three 
neighboring States.

How to get it out and save It W'as tho 
problem. After several failures, it was 
solved by an electric company, w’hlch 
cut It out in large blocks by the use of 
electric arc mining channels. The In¬ 
tense heat of the arc applied at a par¬ 
ticular point did the work. In the sal¬ 
vage work at San Francisco the electric 
arc proved able to cut a steel girder in 
less than one-tenth the time required 
to saw through it In the old-fashioned 
way.

John McIntosh, an old resident of New 
Albany, died yesterday afternoon at his 
homo. 417 East Main street, that city, his 
death beln^ due to old age. P'our years 
ago he lost his eyesight and for the last 
two years had not been able to leave his 
bed. He was over elghty-nlnc years old, 
hnvlnjT been born In Crawfoird county.lnd.. 
November i, 1817. His aged wife, to whom 
he was married slxty-nlne years ago. sur¬ 
vives him, together with a daughter. Miss 
Emma McIntosh, of New Albany, and two 
sons. Andrew McIntosh, of Indianapolis, 
and James McIntosh, of Louisville. 

Mr. McIntosh came to New Albany 
nearly sixty years ago and opened a hotel 
known as the Franklin House at Pearl 
and Oak streets. He conducted %hls place 
unt‘i the close of the Civil War, when he 
purchased the Commercial Hotel at West 
yirst and Main streets. He was for 
thirty-six yc^ars proprietor of this hotel 
Sind only retired from the business a few 
years ago, after he became dlnabled on 
account of feeble health. During his ca¬ 
reer as a hotelkeeper Mr. McIntosh ac¬ 
quired a large acquaintance, especially 
among the traveling men and the country 
people of the counties tributar>' to New 
Albany, and when visiting that citv they 
would stop at no other place. His funeral 
will take place to-morrow morning from 
the family home and the body will be 
taken to Galena, eight miles north of Now 
Albany, to be laid to rest in the family 
burial plat. He was a member of one of 
the pioneer families, his parents having 
settled in Southern Indiana in the early 
years of the last century.

John 
Knauer died at his home, 314 
enth street. He had been in leeble health 
for several years, but had been confined 
to his bed but a few weeks.

HAS DISCOVERED METHOD 

Of BURNING ASHES. 


Poor Cobbler Making Tests In Pitts¬ 
burg of a Kemarkable 
Invention. 




A Pittsburg dispatch to the New 
York World says: 

John Ellmore. the poor cobbler who 
claims to have discovered a chemical com¬ 
pound which win increase the healing ca¬ 
pacity of coal by burning the ashes, come 
to Pittsburg this afternoon prepared lo 
give a demonstration on a large scale. 

He iiuidr a (eat on a small scale this 
afternoon in a private building to show 
that he could bum ordinary newspapers 
and then take the ashes, saturate them 
with his compound, and rehum them, cre¬ 
ating more heat timn by burning the 
original newspapers. The experiment wm 
successful In every way. LUmoro claims 
that he can take refuse of any kind and 
turn It into fuel. . ^ 

Ellmore was accompanied hero by Dr. 
H. K. Hoy. a practicing physician of Al¬ 
toona, who owns a half interest in the in¬ 
vention; W. W. White, of the same city, 
on expert, nnd Page. 

**We already have letters frtjm substan¬ 
tial business men in New York and other 
cities offering ua unlimited capital with 
which lo place our Invention on tbe mar¬ 
ket.” said Dr. Hoy, "but wo have all the 
money we need at present. What we are 
trying to do now is convince the public 
that this thing I* not a fake, and that we 
can do Just what we claim. In order to 
prove this these public tesU are neces¬ 
sary and that Is ine reason we are here. 
We wish to prtove results can be obtained 
in large furnaces.” 

Ellmore talked guardedly. His hands 
are calloused and his shoulders are 
stooped by twenty-five years’ work at 
the cobbler’s bench. He is uneducated 
and illiterate, but has a face of marked 
Intelligence. 

•*1 have domonslrated to the satisfac¬ 
tion of everyone who has witnessed my 
tests that I can bum ashes In the ordi¬ 
nary house furnace.” he said. ’'There will 
be absolutely no dlffer*‘nce between those 
teats and the more extensive one 1 Intend 


I 


to moke, except that It will require more 
material. For my tests here I propose to 
take a ton of ordinary coal, bum It, take 
the ashes a* fast as they come out. treat 
them, mix them with a small amount of 
coal and keep the furnace ^Ing at the 
same heal as with coal entirely. 

••When the entire ton of coal and treat¬ 
ed ashes has been consumed there will 
remain about fifty pounds of a filnt-llkc 
slag, which will represent all the waste 
there Is to the coal. The slag from a 
ton of coal will not more than half fill an 
ordinary coal scuttle. It Is unlike any 
other substance, and resembles Iron ore 
a* much as anything.” 

Ellmore claims that the ordinal^’ run 
of mine coni Is as good as the more ex¬ 
pensive kind when his process is used, 
and that what is commonly known as 
"slack” gives as good results as any- 
tldng else.

N ew YORK. April 1.—In an effort 
to recover from Elmer E. Smath- 
ers U»e gold cup won by his horse, 
Mnj. Delmnr. in a race with the 
trotting mare, IjOm Dillon, at Memphis on 
Octobar 18, 1904. the Memphis Trotting 
Asaoclation. as plaintiff, began lo-day to 
lay before Justleo Greenbaum and a jury 
in the Supreme Court all of tho facts con¬ 
nected with the alleged drugging of the 
mare as tho result of an alleged con¬ 
spiracy planned by Mr. Smalhers. The 
Board of Review of the National Trotting 
Association took the matter up last year 
and In Decembor awarded the cup to 
Mr. Smalhers. The Memphis Association 
now claims th© Board of Review acted 
irregularly and the entire mutter Is to bo 
throsbqd out In court. 

No event of the turf In recent years 
has caused the sensation which the 
charges brought by C. K. O. Billings, 
the owner of Lou Dillon against Mr 
Smathers stirred up. Involving as It did 
two of the most renowned trotters known 
on American tracks and the most promi¬ 
nent owners of racing stables, the case 
ho* been follow’od with the keenest Inter¬ 
est, but now for the first lime has reached 
the stage of a public hearing- 
George W. Spear, employed by Mr. 
Smathers for more than five years as a 
trainer, took the stand at the opening of 
to-day’s trial and stated iliat at Lexing¬ 
ton, just prior to the Memphis meeting, 
Mr. Smathers had asked him to arrang* 
with the trainer of Lou Dillon to have the 
mare beaten. He declared ho received 
word from the trainees brother that !t 
would cost 310,000. He reported this (act 
to Mr. Smathers, who declared the price 
was preposterous, and sold he would not 
give buifc36.000. That was as far as Spear 
went with the negotiations. 

The attorneys representing tho Mem¬ 
phis Association next called to the stand 
Millard Sanders, the trainer of Lou Dil¬ 
lon. Sanders wont Into the Intimate his¬ 
tory of the wonderful mare, detailing her 
perforinanoes. one by one. Outlining the 
dally^ routine of the life this blueblooded 
aristocrat of tho turf, even to the quan¬ 
tity and character of her food, and gave 
the record of all her trials from the time 
he took her In 1902. ^ 

Sanders had carried his narrative of the 
life of Lou Dillon down to a few days be¬ 
fore the famous race of 1904, which, !t is 
alleged, the mare lost because of drugs 
mtmtnlstered to her, when adjournment 
until to-morrow wns taken. 

The gold cup wns offered by the Mem¬ 
phis Association *to be contested for by 
amateur drivers In wagons. The cup was 
to become the property of tho owner or 
club capturing it two years In succes¬ 
sion. Mr. Smalhers, representing the 
Now York Driving Club, won the race In 
1902 with Lord Derby. In 1903 MjiJ. Del- 
nuir, driven by Mr. Smathers. and Lou 
Dillon, driven by Mr. Billing*, the latter 
representing the Memphis Driving Club, 
met for the first time. Lou Dillon won In 
two strslglit heats, never being fully ex¬ 
tended. her trainer declared to-day. to 
reel off both mile heats in the same time 
—2:04%i. * 

The same horses wrre to meet again In 
1904. Lou Dillon, It was testlfled, was 
never better in her ijf© than Just previous' 
to the race of October 18. She had worked 
out nicely before the first heat and jvhen 
the two horsea were sent away togetlier 
they went to the half-mile post In almost 
re<‘ord 'time. Then Lou Diiton suddenly 
stopped aJinost to a walk, allowing Miij. 
Delmar to go on and win in 2:07, while 
she finished the mile In no better than 
2:18. The mare was seen to be unfit io 
continue the race and was refK>rt*Ml by a 
veterinary surgeon to have b«-cn hruggtvl. 
Mr. BtlllngB drove another horse in the 
second heat to allow Mr. Smathers to take 
the race with Maj. Delmar. 

The hearing will go on to-morrow and 
may not be finished before \Vednes<1ay. 

The matter hiis been pending for ;’ >me 
lime before the National Trottong Ac^'^- 
ciation, and the board of review of th.ii 
association last December award'd tue 
ci>p to Mr. Smathers, 

In seeking to recover the gold cjp. the 
Memphis Trotting Association has set up 
the plea that’ the action of the Board of 
Review wns Irregular In that the final 
award of the cup was made at a meeUng 
at which the association W’as not repre¬ 
sented. It was slated that the trUl may 
^nsume two or moro days. 

In the proceedings of the Memphis Tnil- 
tlng AsFocUtlon and Mr. Billings Jointly 
are represented b>’ former Judge E. W, 
Hatch, of New York, and J. F. Meagher, 
of ChMntgo. Mr. Smalhers is represent'd 
by Etlward J. Coyne, John J. Adam* and 
I Caruthers Ewing. 

When the he^trlng was begun the de¬ 
fense set up Die plea that the action t f 
Uie Board of Review was final, under the 
rule of racing as laid down by the Nation¬ 
al ’Trotting Association. It was contender! 
that the owners of both Major Delmir 
and Dillon agreed to abide by thi^ 
rules of the National Association In er- 
tcring their horses for the cup, and that 
the cup w’os a gratuity pure and simple.

WANT RAILROADS TO AID. 


Th« first steps toward the ultimate 
buildlna of an underpass at the crossing 
of the Louisville and Nashville and South, 
•rn rollroada and the Louisville Railway 
Company’s Pourth-suvenue line In South 
LoutlavUle. will be taJeen to-night when 
Councilman Edward G. HIU will offer a 
resolution In the lower board of the Gen¬ 
eral Council for the appointment of a 
Special Committee to confer with the rail¬ 
road and street railway offlcLols In re¬ 
gard to the matter. It la eetlmated that an 
underpejM will coat from lUio.OOO to IZol.- 
OtO and that it la only a question of luae 
when It must be built. 

It la understood that the Loulavltle Kall- 
way Company haa been favoring the con¬ 
struction of an underpass at ttie crossing 
for aevenU years, but of late the 
are outsi>oken In favor of the project. In 
reference to the matter lost night J ’P 
Funk, auperintendent of the UiuisvIUe 
Railway Company, aiUd: 

"The Loulifvme Railway Comp.uiy Is 
heartily In favor of building an underpnas 
at the crossing of the nUlroade In H«)Uth 
LoulavUle. We are ready at any tlnuj to 
pay our part of the coat of such an under¬ 
pass. The present system Is not only dan¬ 
gerous, hut It causes great delay and in- 
oonvenlenoe to travel. Often the street 
cars have to wall at the crossing as long 
as foTiy-ftve minutes and u wall of fo- 
t«Krn mlnutea Is frequent. You see this puts 
out of the question all attempts at run¬ 
ning cars on schedule time. Owing to this 
dela^’. the I»ulavUle Railway Campany 
will put cm cars which will only go as far 
as Fourth and Avery avenues, instead of 
going through u> South I^oulsYUle. This 


will rolleve the congestion In the thickly 
populated part of the city and will not 
subj^t the CATB to long walls. A good 
number of cars will oonUnue on to South 
Louis vlUe. 

"U is only a question of lime when the 
un^rpasB will have to be constructed, 
and In my judgment the sooner the bel¬ 
ter. 

Councilman Hill said that he would in¬ 
troduce the resolution for the purpose of 
gelUng the dty and railrc^ officials 
to awake to the Importance of an under¬ 
pay at the Fourth-avenue crossing. 
said It took a long time to get things In 
Shape for such an undertaking and he 
thought a start In this Instance had bet¬ 
ter bo made at once. Mr. Hill does not 
know bow the matter will be received by 
tl^ two railroads, but he Is confident that 
^ Railway Company will b« 

willing to put up Us part of the expense 
for the construction of the underpass at 
any time. M.r. Hill said that the present 
crossing was not only dangerous to bu¬ 
rn/^ Itfo. but was the source of endless 
delay to atreot cor travel.

Unable to reach on agreement with the 
dealers, the paperhangers refused to re¬ 
turn to work yesterday, but spent the 
( day In oonforence with one another at 
Gerirvanla Halt. It was announced last 
nJghl that the two bodies, the dealers 
and paperhangers. were as fkr apart as 
ever, and that there was little prospect 
of a settleraent. The dealers state that 
unlens a settlement is effected within the 
next few days they will conduct their 
business independent of the paperhangers, 
that the latter can secure work as 
k^t Uiey may. The dealers assert that 
they have done everything within r»«son 
to prevent a strike of the paperhangers. 
and that now their patlenc'e la about ex¬ 
hausted. Another conference between the 
dealers and the paperhangers will be 
held at 9 o'clock this morning, and If no 
settlement Is effected at that time It Is 
likely negotiations for the time being will 
be dropped. 

''In Detroit, dealers In wallpaper work 
Independently of the paperhangers," said 
a dealer last night. "Peoide who pur¬ 
chase wallpaper do ?vot look to the dealer 
to supply the parser hangers. Each dealer 
has a list of the best paperhangers In the 
city paste <1 on the wall, and when a cus¬ 
tomer asks the dealer to recommend a 
paperhanger he does so. Opposite the 
name of each paperhanger pasted on the 
wall Is a price list Indicating what he 
charges for hanging paper. Under that 
I s>*slem all the dealer has to do Is to sell 
the paper, deliver it to the purchaser, 
and allow him to make his own arange- 
ments with the paperhanger. 

"Wo would only be too glad to adopt 
such a system here." continued the 
dealer, "but the public has been €Hluc<ited 
to the present method In vogue The 
paperhangers are In fhvor of keeping up 
the present system, but It has now 
reached a point where It Is up to them 
We were willing to make reasonable con¬ 
cessions to their demands, but we can't 
give them everything." 

The determination to strike was reached 
by the Paperhangers and Decorators' 
Union at a meeting held at Germania 
Hall yesterday morning at 9 o'clock. 
About 280 members of the union were 
present, and nine new members were ad¬ 
mitted. The strike will mean practically 
a Ue-up of all the wallpaper and decor¬ 
ating trades of Louisville at the opening 
of Its busy season. The dealers. It Is 
said, were willing to grant the Increase 
In wages for speeJal work, but balked 
at a complete readjustment. 

A conference with the dealers was held 
by a committee from the union yesterday 
afternoon, but resulted In nothing. The 
delivery of the material to the houses 
wherv work Is to be done was the chief 
hitch In negotiations, the dealers refus¬ 
ing to do this. The contention was over 
two points, the employers refusing to 
grant an Irw'rease for hanging of com¬ 
mon paper, and also refusing to take the 
ladders, paper and tools to the houses.

LOSS WILL BE 100,000

fire Is unknown, and vaHous reports 
are in olrculatlon. 

The fire made a clean sweep. Noth 
Ing remains but the snvikestack and 
some badly-damaged machinery. The 
massive wood casing which 8upiX)rl8 
the earth surrounding the entrance to 
the Inside of the mine la burning. Huge 
props and other limbers used Inside 
from where the c5oal is brought are said 
to be burning. Men have been in the 
hole all day. doing evc^'thlng In their 
power to check the progre.ss of the 
flames. The earth around the burning 
entrance is ca\’1ng Jn. 

Sturgis wdll be In darkness for many 
nights. If not months to come, as the 
mines furnish the electric Hght. Wheth¬ 
er a new* tipple will take the place of 
the oW one is as yet only a matter of 
conjecture. Gen. Supt. C. J. Bucher 
will not rebuild unless he has orders 
to that effect from New York, the 
headquarters. 

Thousands of people from every di¬ 
rection are coming In to see the great 
ha\x*c wrought by the flames. Business 
seems considerably stunned. A rough 
estimate places the loss at about 1100. 
000, with Insurance between 135.000 and 
940,000. Reports say the pow^erhouse 
machlivery and repairs have been order¬ 
ed, and Its construction will be com¬ 
pleted In a short time.

Ice a quarter of an Inch thick 
was formcjd, and It is feared that the 
entire fruit crop of this section Is a 
total loss. Fruit of all kinds are In full 
blossom.

The thermometer 
fell to 21 degrees and a half inch 
of Ice formed. The damage Is believed 
to have bi^n extensive, os many fruit 
trees were In bloom.

A heavy frost fell throughout South¬ 
ern Indiana last night and Ice was re¬ 
ported In several locailtlea.

The thermometer 
registered 26 degrees. 

Wheat Suffers.

Assuming the existing policy of the subsid¬ 
iary properties of the Investment company I* 
continued throughout 11)07. and only $1.2158,000 
of their earnings distributed In cosh, these 
•omlngs of iho subsidlAiio* wlU be sufficient 
to pay the bond interest of the parent company 
In full and leave a surplus of approximately 
$500,000. which could be distributed os dlvl- 
dends on the preferred slock. It Is proboble, 
however, that the mansgcroenl of the Invest¬ 
ment company will continue to retain this sur¬ 
plus In order to assist In in# financing of It# 
bWlxiidlarles’ reoulremeni*.

"Jack Frost” has made a sorry meas 
of^ the grood work of the recent warni 
weather amcm«r fruits and vcg>3tables. 
Sunday nixht a white mantle waa spreuAl 
over me ground and tree* and yeeterday 
momina treee UiaA a few days before 
were MoetionUng and budding' under the 
InnpetAia of a warm spring sun hod a 
pane, withered look. FYost bitten to the 
core, acooiding to various farmers and 
srardeners, it is very probable that as 
for as peeves and chetires are concerned 
the bottom has diT)ppod out of the crop 
and only a few of half-hearted growth 
will be distributed among the public. This 
calamity pvrobably will bo outdone by an- 
ath«* and more sorlouis one. Much dam¬ 
age lioB been done to tender planta As 
a result of this tables will not be plcnil* 
fully supplied with beets, lettuce or early 
com. 

However, even though the sudden cold 
woatlier Is creating havoc among farming 
products, all the farmers and gardeners 
court themselves lucky that the frost 
came early In Die S(«ason Instead of after 
deep-planted vegetables had idiown thHr 
he^s above ground promptly to be nipped 
10 the bud and ruIncML As it Is the uam-| 
ago will be far-reacJilng, but If the 
weather relents to a degree and gives the 
sun a chance within a day or two the 
gardeners say that many of their products 
wdll be saved. 

"This weather has come upon us rather 
suddf'nly," said a gard^mor yesterday aft- 
emoon, "and has taken us a good deal by 
surprise. Of course, all of us had ex¬ 
pected a change, since It ha.s been ab- 
noratally hot during the last few weeks, 
hut a drop of sixty degrees or more in 
a day Is a pn'tty hard thing to antict- 
pstte. The unusually hot weather has 
ciaus* xl th e trees to sprout a little ahead 
of tlriYeTTlnd since the growth of the 
leaves did not keep up with the blossom- 
Ing and budding the fruit was exposed to 
the full effect of the fn>st. If we have 
one or two more frosts our supply of 
fruit and vegetables will fall fur short 
of the demand. 

"The frost Sunday night killed all cau¬ 
liflower. radishes and tender plants, and 
even aifooted rabbjtge n little. Tr»^8 that 
blossom early, as peach and cherry trees, 
suffered a great deal. Beets, lettuce and 
early corn has been affected greatly, and 
If it gets some colder such plants as 
pens wHl be hurt. Forfunniely this cold 
spell overtook us a little early in the sea¬ 
son and deep-planted vegetables wMll es¬ 
cape. Pditatoes a.nd onions are safe, as 
th^’ can stand twenty degrees and even 
lower.” 


Some Fruit May Have Escapsd. 

New Albany fruit growers differ as to 
the damage by the freezing weather of 
Sunday night. Many of ih«-'m an* In¬ 
clined to believe that on account of the 
dr>’ atmosphei'e and the high winds pre¬ 
vailing during the night that a sumclenl 
quantity of the blooms escaped to make 
a good crop, while others assert that 
the peaches, pears, cherries and plums 
have been klll«l outright, and that no 
fruit may be expected from the orchards 
of Southern Indiana.. 8traw*b<»rry grow¬ 
ers say that about all the early blos¬ 
soms wore destroyed, and that although 
others will put out the crop will be at 
least two weeks later, and greatly les- 
0 on»Mi,ln quantity. 

■ The strawberry crop Is especially profit¬ 
able to the grrowers, the hills around N*'w 
Albany being peculiarly adapted to the 
production of the fnjit.
